Claims 54, 55, and 64-66 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Snyders (U.S. Patent No. 6,095,968). Further, claims 54, 55, and 
64-66 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Alferness. 
While Applicant disagrees with the rejection of the claims in view of the prior art, 
Applicant has elected to have the allowed claims pass to issue and further prosecute the
